IMPORT A NT. 

Elsewhere will be found an important 
telegram from Ottawa.

The information it contains 
is of a reassuring and gratifying character, 
and will bo very welcome to all those of 
our readers who prefer the good of the 
country to the possession of a political 
grievance; but it will be disappointing 
to some in this community who would 
gladly elauibor into olliee over a sick, o r 
even dead Columbia. 

LONDON SMOKE. 

London smoke is proverbial. Sonic 
peoplo oven profess tu love tho black 
cloud that bangs continually over the 
great city. Some two hundred years ago 
England raised f 1,000, 000 a year by a tax 
on chimneys. They wore a luxury in 
those days, but have now become a nuiu 
auce because of the smoke they emit. It 
in said that 25,000 now houses are built in 
London every year, and allowing an aver- 
age of three chimneys to each house it is 
not to be wondered at that some anxiety 
is being felt as to the effect <•{ tins con- 
stantly deepening pall that hangs over the 
city. An effort is now being made by 
Lord Stratheden to procure legislation in 
the matter. One of the arguments made 
by him in favor of immediate action was 
that, if the smoke continued to increase, 
the seat of government would have to lie 
removed from Loudon; and if this should 
happen, the middle classes would, in his 
opinion, rapidly decline, owing to the ab- 
sence of "society." It is possible, how 
ever, that undue weight has been given to 
this argument by the member of society 
who makes it. However, one very seri- 
ous objection that can be urged against it 
is its uuwholesonieneas. The question of 
the health of the inhabitants is one that 
is becoming yearly of greater importance, 
and is forcing itself upon a larger number 
of thinking people. The laws that have 
been already passed have not accomplish- 
ed the rolief anticipated, but a new bill 
intended to be effective for abatement of 
the nuisance has been introduced in the 
House of Lords, and a society, with the 
same end in view, has been formed in 
London, under tho direction of the Mas 
ter of the House. As the subject is fast 
exciting interest aiming all classes, it is 
probable that something may be accom- 
plished before long in the direction of re 
moving one of London's greatest evils. 

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

Both the citizens and the city council 
seem to be now fully alive to tin- immediate 
necessity of dealing with tin- city water sup- 
ply. The scheme suggested by Mr. Hcudry 
to the city council, of two reservoirs, one 
near the general hospital nud another near 
Regents Parks, we haw already stated will 
be submitted to a meeting of engineers and 
prominent citizens this afternoon. At the 

city council on 'Wednesday evening a i i- 

municatiou was road from some l'20ciliz;uns 
relative to tho storage of water in tanks, and 
also in favor of a high-level reservoir. The 
reasons urged in support of the petition 
were : 

Firstly, the danger which might result 
from a break in the main and a lire o< cur- 
ing at the same time; secondly, that a large 
portion of the city east of Cook street has 
only a defective water supply; thirdly, that 
if a reservoir were constructed on the high- 
est site near the city, it would encourage 
building; and fourthly, that as the financial 
standing of the city was good, the required 
amount of money could bo easily borrowed. 
It WHS decided by tin- council to consider 
the communication in connection with the 
plan already alluded to and now under their 
consideration. With the citizens nud the 
council in harmonious accord, the happiest 
results may be anticipated, and water may 
be expected to become henceforth so plenti- 
ful that rain may be dispensed with. Pro- 
vided always, that no question arises involv- 
ing the appearance of the city barrister on 
the scene, in which case the anticipation of 
the citizens us to a prospective abundance 
of moisture will prove only a mirage failing 
away in a sandy desert. 

PITY THE PiJOR RAILWAYS. 

Poverty takes strange freaks,— it was 
generally" thought to !»■ an affliction confin- 
ed to the poor nam, but for some time past, 
owing to various causes, it lias seriously 
attacked the great trans-continental railway 
companies, and now we have the strange 
spectacle of that great corporation, the Cen- 
tral Pacific, begging thirty days' credit from 
its employes, and having to go through all 
the painful formula of excuses so well 
known to people who become hard up. In 
another column will he found a heart-rend- 
ing account of the difficulties of the com- 
pany. 

The Cuinksk question was to have been 
Hettleil with our friends across the line by 
the Restriction Act, but since the passage of 
that act greater complications than ever 
have arisen, and a much larger immigration 
has passed into the United States. The 
total of arrivals of Celestials in San Fran- 
cisco for the first six months of 1883, was 
1,073, while those of 1884 under the Re- 
striction Act amounted to U,:)*23, an excess 
of 2,250, and this latter total only includes 
part of Juno, 1884. There is evidently 
something lacking in the working of the 
Act somewhere, and until better methods 
arc framed for their exclusion the Chinese' 
will not "go," but continue to conic.

If bo, has not Canada the power to make 
laws to decide how many other places nf 
business we shall keep? and what is the 
use of our legislature, or are our mem- 
bers so useless that they are not able to 
make laws) if so, the sooner we get rid of 
them the better. Now, sir, 1 think if wc 
allow this act to pasB, we are placing our- 
selves exactly in the same position as 
Ireland is to-day to England, and the 
sooner we put a stop to it the better. I 
am not pleading for the liquor houses, 
but for what ought to be sacred to every 
individual, and that is self government.

EGYPT. 

Cairo, June 2(5, —Reports of the fall of 
Berber are officially confirmed. Berber was 
surprised by the rebels at daybreak on 
May 20th.

The Kalian Opera. 

The season of the De Vivo Italian 
Opera opened last night at Philharmonic 
Hall to a fine house, despite thu unpleas- 
ant weather, comprising the governor and 
most of our best people. It is seldom, 
indeed such a distingue audience is seen 
in Victoria, and it has never been our 
good fortune to have as tine a perform- 
ance. The first part opened with the 
celebrated Liberty Duo, from Puritani, 
which was magnificently sung by Signer 
Bologna, basso, and Signor Villani, bari- 
tone. Il was so exceptionably well ren- 
dered as to bo frequently interrupted by 
tumultuous applause, and was indeed an 
auspicious opening of a performance with- 
out a parallel in the lyric history of our 
city. Madame Zeppilli, a mezzo soprano 
of exceptional power, and whose lower 
tones electrified the audience; then ap- 
peared in "(1 inio Fernando," and de- 
monstrated the fact that she is one of the 
best artists on the operatic stage to-day. 
This lady, as well as Madam (lodini, both 
displayed considerable hoarseness, the re 
suit probably of exposure coining across 
the straits to day. It is to be hoped that 
by to-night all evidences of the kind will 
have disappeared. Signor Bologna, the 
basso, has a beautifully rounded voice, 
with a line method, and sang "Vieni la 
niia Vendetta'' in a most scholarly way, 
richly meriting the encore which he re- 
ceived. Next came Baldaliza, the bright 
particular star of the combination, and it 
is with difficulty wo can find language 
sufficiently forcible to express our appre- 
ciation of that ran avis, a good tenor. 
His rendition of the ballad from Rigoletto 
raised the audience to such an enthusiasm 
that he was vociferously encored. This 
artist has a grand voice and a magnificent 
method, which enables bun lo surmount 
any vocal dithculty with the utmost ease. 
II., suipusses Cauipunini m many ways and 
loft mi impression on his audience which 
they can never forget. Sng. Villani was suc- 
cessful in his masterly rendition of "Eri 
tu, and the tirst part closed with the cele- 
brated duetto from Crispin... The acts of 
II Tiovatore, in costume, were nobly done.

Difficulties of the Central Pa- 
cific. 

Tho San Francisco Bulletin of the 25th 
has the following : 

It ia somi-ofBcially announced that the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company will 
postpone for a time tho payment of salar- 
ies due employes this mouth, in order to 
accumulate funds to meet more pressing 
demands in the nature of current ex- 
penses. Tho present cramped condition 
of the company arises from the falling off 
of trallic and the consequent decrease of 
profits, caused hy disasters especially on 
the Southern Pacific and its branches 
Timothy Hopkins, treasurer, was the only 
prominent official at present in tho city. 
He declined to make any statement, 
(ieneral Manager Tnwne, visiting Monte 
ivy, was telegraphed to on the subject, 
and replied: "There is but little founda- 
tion to the report that the company will 
postpone the payment of salaries of em- 
ployes. It is possible, however, that tho 
pay car will not be sent over tho entire 
system until after tho tirst proximo. The 
j earnings hold up remarkably well. Operat- 
ing expenses compare favorably with those 
of last year. " 

Charles Crocker, president of the South- 
ern Pacific and second vice-president of 
tho Central Pacific, at present attending 
the Colton trial in Santa Rosa, was inter- 
viewed and said the Bulletin's statement 
was quite true. He had asked the em- 
ployes for thirty day's credit. He said : 
"1 have heard no grumbling. This is the 
first time such a deferment has occurred. 
We've not some pressing demands to meet, 
and money is so tight it ia harder than 
drawing teeth to gut any. We can't got 
more than twenty five cents on Southern 
Pacific bonds. I'm trying hard to borrow 
some money and think 1 shall be able to 
got il, but all the money hags in the 
country just tinware drawn very tight." 
Mr. Crocker in a telegram to the associated 
press to day said tho report of the Bul- 
letin is substantially true, although the 
company has not fully determined thu 
matter. Should thu money market ease 
they will pay as usual.
